This declaration is made as to the facts that are relied upon to establish the diligent effort made to 
secure the execution of the declaration by the omitted inventor for the above-identified patent 
application. 

This declaration is being made by a person having first-hand knowledge of the facts recited 
herein. 

1 . I, Justin B. Rand, am an attorney representing Visteon Global Technologies, Inc. 
in the above-identified patent application. Visteon Global Technologies, Inc. is an assignee of 
rights in the above-identified application. Copies of the powers of attorney and assignments 
from inventors of this application are attached to this declaration. 

2. Lawrence L. Bullock, a named inventor for the above-identified application, has 
not signed the declaration for this application. 
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3. Mr. Bullock passed away during the year 2000. He is survived by a son, Jason 
Bullock, with a last known address of 16622 Appoline, Detroit, MI 48235.

4. From my office in Chicago, Illinois, I telephoned Jason Bullock on about July 16, 
2001, and spoke to a Mrs. Bullock. I left a message asking Jason Bullock to call me at my 
office. 



5. Jason Bullock returned my call on about July 17, 2001. He offered to send me an 
email with his present address. I received an email asking for more information and providing 
Jason Bullock's address on July 18, 2000. (See attached email) 

6. I called Jason Bullock on July 26, 2001 to obtain additional information before I 
sent the materials. I left a message with Mrs. Bullock asking for him to call me. I received no 
response. 

7. I emailed Jason Bullock on July 26, 2001, at MCNOVI@aol.com, notifying him 
that I needed additional information. (See attached email) 

8. I called Jason Bullock on August 2, 2001, and received a message saying that the 
number had been disconnected. A forwarding number was not provided. 

9. I emailed Jason Bullock on August 2, 2001 , at MCNOVI@aol.com, notifying him 
that I needed additional information and that I had been unable to contact him by phone. (See 
attached email) 

10. I sent a letter via U.S. mail to Jason Bullock's last known address on August 2, 
2001, asking him to contact me and notifying him that I had been unable to contact him by 
phone. (See attached letter) 

11. I sent a letter via FedEx to Jason Bullock's last known address on September 13, 
2001. The letter asked Jason Bullock to call me immediately. (See attached letter) FedEx 
delivered the letter on September 14, 2001 but did not obtain a signature. (See attached delivery 
confirmation) 

12. I emailed Jason Bullock on August 24, 2001, at MCNOVI@aol.com, asking if 
had had received my letter and asking him to contact me. (See attached email) 

13. I re-sent the letter via FedEx to Jason Bullock in order to obtain a signature. (See 
attached letter) The letter was delivered and signed for by "B.ullock" on September 25, 2001 . 
(See attached delivery confirmation). I did not receive a response from Jason Bullock regarding 
any of the above-mentioned letters. 

14. I called Jason Bullock on October 3, 2001 and received the same message saying 
that the number had been disconnected. A forwarding number was still not provided. 
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15. I sent an updated letter to Jason Bullock via FedEx on October 3 5 2001 . (See 
attached letter). The letter was delivered on October 4, 2001 and signed for by "A.Bullock". 
(See attached delivery confirmation). I did not receive a response. 

I have still not received a response from Jason Bullock.
